—Must be Allowed to Purchase—

WASHIXOTOK, June 28. --The report of 


the House committee on the Judiciary 
on the substitute for the Senate bill to 
prohibit the importation of liquorp in 
original packages Into a State in riola- 
tion of State laws, has been prepared 
by Mr. Reed, of Iowa. The Senate bill 
was applicable to intoxicant! only, 
while the House substitute covers all 
articles of commerce. After reviewing 
tne recent decision of the United States 
Supreme Court, In which It was held 
that intoxicants might be shipped to a 
prohibition State and offered lor sale 
;here in original packages, the report 
cites instances where States found it 
expedient to prohibit 
the 
sale of 


Iquors and other articles of commerce 
within their borders, and then goes on 
to say: "In the opinion of your com- 
mittee all property which has been im- 
ported into a State and kept for sale 
;here, ought tobe subject for all purposes 
to the jurisdictions of the State, and all 
persons who wonld engage in a traffic 
in a State ought to be subject to such 
raies as it may enact for the regulation 
of 
that 
traffic. 
The 
States 
are 


the 
proper 
judges 
of 
the needs 


of their own citizens, and they ought to 
be free to enact and enforce such laws 
as they may deem best adapted to their 
situation and best calculated to en- 
nance the prosperity and happiness of 
their people; and when the non-resident 
imports his wares into the State and 
there engages in traffi o it is but just 
that he should be subjected to the samo 
restrictions that governs the citizens of 
the State who would engage in a like 
traffic, and if this would bo the effect of 
the bill If amended as recommended 
by the committee, It would in no man- 
ner interfere with the right of a citizen 
of a State to purchase abroad any arti- 
:le of commerce which he might desire 
for his own use and have the same 
transported and delivered to him at his 
place of rasidencc. 
The States would 


have no power to prevent the importa- 
tion of any article of commerce nor to 
obstruct the transportation of commerce 
through their territories except In the 
necessary enforcement of thoir health 
lawa. 
_ 'Its only effect would be to subject 
such property as may be imported into 
the State and thore held or offered for 
sale to the laws of the State. The 
power of Congress to enact a law of 
this character can liorJly bo doubted. 
It is empowered to regulate commerce 
among 
thosoveral States and 
with 


foreign nations. Any enactment which 
stablishes a rule for the government of 
commerce of that character is a 'regu- 
lation' within the moaning of the Con- 
stitution and the hill clearly would 
have that effect 


"In the judgment of your committee 


it would bo much wiser to enact a gon- 
oral law, applicable to all articles of 
commerce, than to moot the exigency 
with reference to particular articles aa 
it may desire, as would bo tho policy if 
the Senate bill should bo enacted. Fo* 
that reason wo have recommended the 
accompanying amendment, and it la the 
opinion of the committee that the bill 
as amended ought to bo enacted into 
law."

Awful Sequel to the Hill Farm 


Mine Disaster. 


TflE DEVOTED VICTIMS CREMATED, 


All Hope of Regaining Even the R«- 


mains of the Entombed Miners Now 


Shut Off—Dreadful Agony of 


Their Friends. 


I, Pa., .Tune 27.--There is no 


longer any hope. 
All faith in the in. 


dustrlous rescuers has been abandoned. 
Tbe entombed minors can not be res- 
cued now. A furious fire has sealed 
their fate, and if their dead bodies es- 
cape the hungry flames, the pilfering 
rates that infest tho mines will hav« 
gnawed 
them 
beyond 
recognition. 


Death never came to men in a more re- 
volting form, and affliction never fell 
heavier on tho bereaved. 
This ha« 


been an awful event, yet even a prreatei 
disaster threatens. 
A tiro, flerco aa a 


whirlwind, is raging for two thousand 
feet down into the yawning mouth ot 
tho Hill Farm mine. 
Deadly gas ha3 


generated back of tlio fire, and tha 
pondrous hill into which tho Hill Farm, 
tho Ferguson and the Mahonig pits ara 
driven, is to-night a mighty magazine, 
fairly pregnant with death. The light- 
est stroke of a miner's pick would ex- 
plode it, and the effect of stioh an ex- 
plosion would be awful to contemplate. 
the rescuing :.*i'y has been withdrawn 
from tlio faco of the Mabonig pit.
